STATEMENT OF SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW 

Dear Sir: 

This paper is filed in response to the Interview Summary mailed September 25, 2009 in 
connection with the above-identified application. A Statement of Substance of Interview is due 
October 25, 2009, i.e., within one month of the mailing date. Therefore, this Statement is timely 
filed. 
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The interview September 22, 2009 was a consideration of amendments made in the 
response filed August 27, 2009 with an RCE 7 in respect to claims 1 -23 rejected variously in view 
of references of Chen and Capper. 

After brief introduction of the subject by V. L. Sewell for Applicants, Examiner Booth 
stated, as stated in the Interview Summary, that the amendments with the RCE had overcome the 
rejections of the preceding Office Action and that a further search would be required.
